Plal. 82. 8,6, Withoutthis righteouſneſſe , afſu- 
red[y whatſoever fairc prerexts and repreſenta- 
tions to the contrary , may dazle and deceive the 
worlds cye, yet all is rotten atthe heart-roote, 
And the executions of theirplaces, though they 
may carry things ſmoothly and palliate with 
much art and pollicy, yet queſtionlefle, in cafe 
of ſtrong tempration , great advantage, rifing, 
andenriching themſelves, gratification of ſome 
great one, hazard of temporall happinefle, &c. 
will be exorbitant and yeelding and at the beft, 
bur formall. The cry ofthat happy ſoule , which 
leanes, and hath taken up his everlaſting refti 
place, uponthe rocke of eternity, is conſtant, an 
ſill the ſame inall caſes and cauſes. Letrightbe ,, ;,, ,,2,,;- 
done, and a good conſcience diſcharged, and @,mwat celun. 
then come what come will. 'Ler me notonely 
looſe my place and the favour of the times, but 
leteventhe heavens fall , and chey will, all is one 
co me; by the mercy of Go »' I thall ſtand np- 
right under rhe ruines, = rejoycein the teſtimo- 
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ny ofagood conſcience , amidſt the contufions 
both of heaven and earch, Bur to ſpeake in Scrip- 
ture phraſe,(for the other was the ſpeech, even of 
an honeſt heathen.)

Burnow on the other fide, he which hath nor 
made his peace with Go», nor hath any part 
upon good gronnd , inthe Perſon, Pathon, and 
promiſes of Currsr, will moſt certainely, 
cipecially in ſtormy times, and ſuchtryals which 
ſearch whether he be ſecle to the backe or no, 
manifeit and make plaine by his praQiiſe, thatin 
the height of his counterteit courage, his heart did 
hold in carneſt that peſtilent principlezlt is betrer 
to ſlcepc ina whole $kin, then with a good conſ- 
cience. [f he be put untoit indeed , (for alas ) no 
heavenly (trengrhas yer, doth ſtcele his ſpirit, he 
willwarpe, winde-ont one way or other, and 
ſhrinke in the wetting. 

Againe, itisa cauſe of great comfort, and mat- 
ter of much joy to havea favouriteto the higheſt 
Majeſty , and one whom Go vp accepts gra- 
ciouſly in his Sonne, to ſitina high place, and 
beare ſway over others. It isagoodly ſight, right

And thrice happy isthar people, which breathes

niſter or Magiſtrate in any kind, whom Go » 
ownes for his ſcrvant, who entered into his 'of- 

fice, Benefice, Biſhopricke, or any other publicke 
employment, in Gop s Name, andnot by bri. 
bery, ſymony, flattery , temporizing,, or any 

other baſe and unbleſied meanes; and afterward 
incvcry paſlage of his place, aimes principally at 
Gods glory, and not at his owne particular, 
toadyance the Kingdomeof Curr s r andnot 
his kindred and outwardeſtate. 

And it isthe betrer with them, and they-are 
the more blefled, befides many other, intheſe 
two recipes,

naging and diſcharge afrhe particulars in his pu-

deportment; that he may neither poy ſon his peo« T5 
ple by any ſcandalous example; or plague them 
by private reyengez; thathe.neitherleflen his Au» -

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| thoruy,: or loole good mens love by lcrving the 
time, or ſervile yeclding , or {well over the banks 
of paticnce and moderation , with ſeife-wild 
ſowreneſle, and unſeaſonable leverity. Ina word, 
that he may doc juſt ſoas G © » would have him; 
and therefore begs not onely generall ability, ro 
weld aright che great body of his publick charge, 
but allo, ſpeciall direction , and rcſolution in 
every ſeverall affaire which paſſcth his hand, that 
it be ever carryed faire and never crookned ro his 
ownc cnds: For his people, that he may ever pre- 
ferre his peoples [pirituall welfare, before the 
wealth ofthe whole world. 

Now, whcther doe you thinke, were it more 
happy, and comfortable living under that Mini- 
ſter, Magiſtrate, or man of Authority whatrſo- 
ever ,who thus acquainrs himſclfe wth Geo, 
and walks with bia as with his friend, or under 
that fellow who is analient , and mecre ftranyer 
to any ſuch preciſe myftery and might of prayer, 
who never thought with comfort of comming to 
Nn place , it being « mpoyſoncdunto him , ( as he 

nowcs full-wellhimiclfe, though he rcll no be- 
dy , ) with baſenefie or indiretion, neveraimed 
lomuchinthe diſchargeot it, art Gov s glory, 
and the good of his people, as at his owne parti. 
lar; his rifing, enriching or revenging z1is ſofar 
ttom: diſcharging Savets duty , in conſtant 
praying forthoſt commited to-his charge, that 
heprayes not evenin his owne family conſtanily, 
notin private to any purpoſe, was never feeling, 
ly humblcdfor his ownelinacs, 'orthe abomina- 
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tions of the Kingdome in any day of humiliation, 
Givemean Angell upon carth, 'and an' incarnate

2. By morall rightcouſneſſe, I meane all thaſe 
perfections and poſſibilities of civill honeſty,and 
upright dealing, attaincable by the light of natu- 
rallunderſtanding, gcnerall notions of rightand 
wrong, and practice of morall precepts, inlarged, 
improoved, and husbandedto the height ; here= 
by many ancient Heathens went farre, and did 
many admirable and excellentthings, even ſuch, 
and ſo worthy, that may juſtly make the beſt of 


- our meere cCivill honeft men hang downe their 


heads, and be horribly aſhamed, 
For inſtance, 
Febrictus,that famous Roman, was ſopreciſc, 
that (as it is reported of him) x was calicr to "ep

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the Sunne from his courſe, thento draw Fabricine : 
from juſt and honeſt dealing. King Pyrrbys could 
withno gold or gifts, no not with promiſcofthe 
fourth part of his Kingdome,poſlibly corruprthis 
man;And yet how many milerablemen in thisve. 
ry mid-day ofthe Goſpell will becafily drawn by 
a ſecret bribe, office, honour, preferment, ſome 
earthly tavour, to doe villanouſly, to betray a 
pood cauſe, a good man, ad a good conſcience 
to ſhame himſclfec for ever , grow odiousto Go p 
and man, and goe to hell. 
, Intheſedifloluteand formall times , would it 
not bedcemed to draw towards too much ſtrict- 
nefle, if a Miniſter ſhould prefle this duty upon 
Lawyers ; that every time before they goc out of 
their doores to plead at the Barre, they ſhould 
ptoſtrate rhemſclves in private, and befades other 
paſſages, pray unto Gov, that he would ſoguide 
their tongues that day , that they may ſpeake no- 
thing bur adviſcdly, and to the purpoſe. And 
yet Pericles that famous Oratour of Greece, who 
for the exccllency ofhis eloquency, and mighti- 
nefle of his ſpeech, was faid to thunder, and ligh- 
tea atthe Barrc, out of the very principles of na. 
ture, and naturall ſenſc of ofa Deity, ever before 
he wentto plead a cauſe, ( as Pluterch tells us 
in his life ) intreated his Gov 8s, thatnota word 
ſhould fall from him beſides his purpoſe; which 
he praRiſed no doubt, out of conſcience of Pla- _ 
res principle in Tim. That inall things we goe - Hooker pu, 
about, Go v s hclpe by prayer 1isto becraved.

Secondly, There wants ſpeciall grace, asthe 
fovle andlife, toquickenand ſandifie itin every 
paſſage, and particular circumſtance, xo Chri- 
ſtianize it, that I may ſo ſpeake, and crowne it, 

Thirdly, There wants ſupernaturall __ 

_ divine light to irradiate, enlarge, and forti.

Fourthly, There wants the right end, Gops 
glory, Liberty , and immortall fame, (ſaith Au- 
fin, were the aime in the Aﬀtors of thoſe admi. 
rable things amongſt the Romanes. Adde then 
thefe, and we have, 

- Thirdly, religious A which ever 
firikes the troke,doth the deed, and goes through 
ſtitch indeed , in all comfortable Chriſtian go- 
yernment. It onely ſteeres aright inallpublicke 
employments, ſtands upright in all ſtormes,, and

ticke , learned, is but as adead man, a rotten car-

may ſceme te dazle the eyes of underlings ; he 
will poyſon his place,by preferring his owne par- 
ticular aad private ends , by putting ſometimes 
hatcfull buſincſle into good language, for his 
owne advantage and further advancement, and 
evcr by temporizing, rather then hazard his cem+ 
porall happincfle, Heare whar judicious Maſter 
Hooker did happily ler tall from his pen to this 

rpoſe. So naturall (ſaith he,) is the union of 
Religion with Iuſtice, that we may boldly deeme 
there is ncither, where both are not. For how 


| ſhould they be unfainedly juſt , whom Religion 
_ dothnot cauſeto be ſuch, orthey religious which 


are not found ſuch by the proofe of their juſt 
ations? If they which employ their labour and 
travaile about the publicke adminſtration of Iy» 
Kice , follow it onely as arrade, with unquencha- 
ble and unconſcionable thirſt ofgaine, being not 
in heart perſwaded, that Juſtices Go Þ s owne 
worke,and themſclvcs his Agent in this buſineſſe 
the ſentence of right , Ge » s owneverdidt, and 
themſclves his Pricſs to dcliverir , formalities 
of Iuſtice doe bur ſerve to {ſmoother right, and 
that which was neceſlarily ordained :forthe com- 
mon good, is through ſhamctull abuſe, made the 
cauſceof common miſery. Ir is no pcculiar-con, 
Ccit, but a matter of ſound conlcquence, thatall 
dutics are by ſo much the bertrer performed, 
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from whoſe abilities the ſame procecde, 

This cxplicarion thus premiſed, I come to 
confirme the point, firft by Scripture.

Ir is athouſand pittiesto ſee in 
a Church, and Common-weale , many places 
full, and yet ſo few hlled , whea there is no pro- 
portion, nay a vaſt diſtancebetweene the height, 
or ratherthe wcight of the place, and the weake- 
nefſe, worthlceſncfſe, if not the notorious wiked- 
ncfſe, ofthart unworthy perſon, who cither by a 
ooldenviolence, or temporiſing baſcnefſe, bath 
moſt impudently thruſt bimicltc into ir. 
Secondly,W:ſe,ſap:ent men,Such asare $kil-full 
inthe Theory, nature , myſtery and mcaning of 
theplace , and Office into which they 'are ro be 
preferred. A mancan never happily execute, and 
lucceflefully, any fanRion, office, or Art, which 
is nor learned in the fpecularive .part , before he 
deſcend unto the praticke. Is i: fit thinke you, 
foramanto plcad at the Barre, before he hath 
wellftudycd, and profitably paſſed rhorow rhe 
courſe of rhe Common-law © If a Phyfician 
thouldfallropractiſc, before he be skilled in Hy- 
pocrazes & Galen, 1n the natures , caules, hznes, 
ſymproms, prognoſticks, and remedies of diſca- 
tes,he is like enoughto kill all before him. Pro- 
portionable miſcrics and miſchicfe, may be expe» 
ed, and enſue, when important places arepreſt 
into, and undertaken without habituall under- 
Randing, and ſpeculative skill what belongs unto 


them. It is apictifull thing , when a man will 


needcs 
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ncedes thruſt into publicke imployments , oncly 

for the gaine and honour, anddependupon others 

for the diſcharge of them, or clic doethem beaſt.

"Third ly, Prudent,So ficly rendred by Innine, 
approved alſoby Yateblus , thatgreat Profeſſour 
of the Hebrew tongue, They mult not onely be 
Sapient, if I may ſo ſpeake, and itcannot poſhibly 
be otherwiſe expreſt in the Engliſheongne , but 
alſo Prudent , endowed with a praQicall dexteri- 
ty and diſcretion, to order wilcly allthe particu. 
lars in the execution of their place. This pru- 
dence, which is, asthe Moraliſts ſpeake, the gene- 
rall Queene, ſuperintendent , and guide of all 
other vertues , Amiga virintam, without which 
there is nothing good, beautifull, firand decent, 
being ſanRified elpecially , will enable them, by 
comparing one thing with another, by well 
weighing all accidents, circumſtances, ti- 
nances, times , pn &c. to guide and 
manage all the ſeverall paſſageipftheir publicke 
charges, with wiſdome, cquiry$and impartia» 
lity. It conſiſts principally, inthree things, which 
are all of one rankeztoconſult, & deliberatewell, 
to judge and reſolve well; to condud and cxecute 
well, Ir bath a chiefe fixpke in affaires of jadica. 
tureto moderate rigour with equity, 

That you may more clearely apprehendthe 
ncceflity of adding this , to the former requiſite 
in a geod Magiſtrate ,take an inftance or two.

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(though I confeſſca great deale of learning is re- 
quired in enery Miniſter of our times) I {ay be- 
ſides his ſpeculative Divinity and ability to 
reach, he muſt exerciſc a prudent zeale to winde 
himſclfe by the Word , into the conlciences and 
affections of men', to convince, and caſt them 
downe, and ſo conduQ them thorow the pangs 
of the new birth into the holy path , he muſt la- 
bour to adde to the excellency ot learning, the 
- art of converting , elſe woe untothe people that 
arc under him, 
It is not cnough for aTuſtice of Peace, to have 
a g00d revenew and rich attire, and to preſent 
himſelfe ſolemnly uponthe Bench cvery Seſhons | 
and Aſſze ;but he muſt be skilfull inthe duties of 
his othce and Statutes, {o farre as they concerne ' 
it : otherwiſe he will Gt but as an Idoll, orcipher 
uponthat Tribunall , which requires a great deale 
of underſtanding, and ation, Nay, and not onely 
ſo, knowledgeinthe duties of his. place, thongh 
neverſo — and exa&, will norſerve the 
turne, except We be alſo active, and imployed, 
Being thus farniſhed with ſpeculative abilitics, 
and wiſdome for that purpoſe , he mult rake to 
heare the good of the Country, out of confſ< 
cience; labour, and pray for an holy dexterity, 
todiſcover and diveinto the depth of the Devils 
Agents, their combinations , haunts, and hypo- 
crifies, to ſcarch bufineſles that are brought be.

Insvs Curisr, Nay inthiscalethe greater tuft 
ficiency would prove, butasa ſharper ſ{wordina 
madder hand , ever the greater man without 
grace, the greater beaſt, as a good Divine con- 
cludcs from that Pſal.

Now the reaſon that the righteous man is ſo re-. 
ſolute is the ſenſe of bis reconcilementto Go », 
and the clcareneſle of his conſcience : and the 
cauſe that every wicked man is a coward, and 
will ſo conforme to the current of thetime, is his 
ill conſcience. The wicked flee, ſaith Salomon, when 
v0 men purſueth , but the righteous are . bold as 4 
Lion, Prov,28. 1, The wordin the originall ſigni- 
ficsa young Lion, whichasa Lion feares neither 
man nor bcaſt , great nor ſmall, he turneth nor 
away for any. Prov. 30. But as young , by the 
frelh and furious boyling of his abundant, native 
heat, is more audacious, and undaunted for an 

adventure then other Lions, fo lion-like bold, 
ſhould cyery Magiſtrate be, for he muſt pull the 
prey out ofthe Lions mouth, and reſcue the op- 
preſſed from the man thatistoo mighty for him, 
he muſt not be afraid cither of mortall, or immor. 
tall adverſaries, he muſt not feare the face of 
man, or frownes of greatneſle, the loſle of pre- 
ferment, preſent or promiſed: he muſt hold to 
the death, ſuch principles as theſe : Lez Twſticebe 


done, and lit the heavens fall; if 1 periſh, 1 periſh; 
Should ſuch «4 man as I flee, and bee faimt-hearted? 


ltvely-heod , liberty , life , and «ll for a good conf+ 


cience, &rc. And fo bold cana Ruler ncever-be, 
unlefle he be righteous', and reconciled- unto 
Gov. It is the comfort ofa good conſcience 
alone, which is able by aſecrer; and ſacred in» 
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Aucace, nor oncly to fill the body with marrow, 
_ andfatncſle, inſpire rhe afteftions with a calme, 
and compoſed ſweerneſle , but alſo begets in the 
ſpirir, that ſtrong, and heayenly vigour, which 
inkindles, and kcepes in lite all iucch true courage, 
and noble reſolution, There may be a brazen- 
face, and much foole-bardineſle without grace, 
but never a brave mind indced,and [pirit of iteele, 
A wicked man advanced, and hoiſtcd into ſome 
higb place, may looke bigge , domineere , and 
give toule words , Nay, 40 be plaukible, and 
pleaſc he may doc many good things , ſtand to ie 
ſtoutly a good while; but bring him once to a 
rong temptation, or tryall , put him upon the 
puſh of the Pikes, and he will preſently pull in 
the hornes, and ſtart a fide like a broken bow, He 
that is a ſlave to his luſts, and laviſhly ſerves the 
time, will be ſure to hide his head at therifing of 
every ſtorme, andeverturne true coward, when 
his temporary happinefleis hazarded, Andcows- 
ardsas a worthy Divine hath charaRerized them, 
are ſlaves to their ſuperiours , fcllow-fooles to 
their equals , tyrants to their interiours, and wind. 
mills ro popular breath , not bcing able toany of 
theſeto ſay ſo much as, No. 

Thirdly , unrighteous Rulers are the oncly 
men to ruinc a Kingdome: wicked Magiſtrates, 
and Miniſters, arcable in a ſhort time to diſ- 

ſolve the fincwes of the ſtrongeſt State in Chri- 
ſtendome , and to bring the moſt flouriſhing 
Church of the world into confution ; Many 
wayes , is the mcaſure of a peoplcs revoing, 

madc 
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made up and full, ripe, and ready forthe Sicleof , 
Go » s vengeance. and beeſame ofutter deſtru. 
Qion; by many abominations is the Lo « Þ $ in- 
dignartion ſet on fare againſt a Nation, but know 
not whether by any more, ſet Idolatry aſide,then 
by perverting of Iullice:; when judgement is tar- 
ncd away backward , and Iluſftice ſtandeth afarre 
off, whentruthis fallen inthe ftreet. ( Alas for 
pitty ! where ſo many paſſe by, and not put to 
theirhelping-hand , ) and equity cannot efiter, O' | 
the Loxpthe righteous Iudge of all the world, is 
extremely angry ',. when judgement gocs not 
forth , and Taſtice 1s turned into gall, wheathoſe 
that fit in his place, cither judge not at all, or 
judge unjuſtly , puniſhing the innocent , which 
fhould be cleared, and clearing the guilty who 
ſhould be puniſhed, When privare mendo wrong, 
the finne is their owne, it is their perſonall of- 
fence, andthey muſt anſ{werir with their heads; - 
but if private mens enormiries and abominations 
paſſe unpuniſhed , be barne with , or boulſtred 
out by authority ; if the wicked be juſtified, and 
the juſt condemned , if execution be not done 
upon <A4cban: , if he be ſaved whom Go p hath 
appointed to dyc, if publicke power be villanouf 
ly abuſcd to private revenge, profit , or pleaſu- 
ring of great ones, if g00d Lawes be notexecuted 
for the protcRion of the innocent, and puniſhing 
ofthe wicked. Ina word, if publicke Tribunals, 
and ſeates of Iuſtice , be any wayes corrupted, iF 
luſtice tharglorious cimentof all ſocieties be ne- 
eleed or pervertcd, if truch fall inthe can 
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and equity grow lame, I ſay then the offence 
erowes publicke , even the finne of the whole 
Kingdoime, and cauſcrh Gopto enter into judge. 
ment, not with the Elders of his people ,and Prin- 
ccs alone, but with the wholc Land, even with 
the Statc ingencrall. Heare the Prophets of old, 
exprefling Go Þ s mind herein. Eſayah, 59.14, 
1 15, 16,17. Letustake notice, and tremble, /adge- 
ment ts turned away backward, and Inftice tandeth a 
farreoff ; for truth i fallen in the ftreete , and equity 
cannot enter. Nay, thuth faileth , and he that depar- 
[ teth from evillmaketh himfelfe a prey, andthe Loxy 
[ ſaw it, and it diſpleaſed him, that there was ao judge- 
| ment. And he ſaw there was no man, 4nd wondered 
| that there was no Interceſſour. Therefore his arme 
brought ſalvation unto him, andrighteouſneſſe, it [xe 
ſtained him. For hee put on righteonſneſſe as a breft« 
plate, and «1 helmet of ſalvation upon his head, and 
he put on the garmext of vengeance for cloathing , and 
was clad with zeale, as « cloake. Tere. y. 27,28, 29, 
30, 31. LAs «cage us full of birds, ſs i their houſes full 
of deceit: He meanes wealth hoardcd up by diſho- 
ncſt gainc,therefore they are become great,end waxen 
rich. They arewaxen fat, they fbine, yea, they over- 
paſſe the deeds of the wicked : they juage not the cauſe 
of the fatberleſſe , yet they proſper , and the right of 
the\neeay, they doe wot judge. | 
SbakInot wiſite theſe things, ſaiththeLo n »? 
Shall not my ſoule be avenged on ſuch a nation a5 tha ? 
as if hehad ſaid , I will be moſt certainely, and ſe- 
verely revenged of it. A wonderfull and borrible 
thing i committed in the Land, the Prophets prophecy 
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falſely, and the Prieſts beare rule by their meanes, and 


my people love to have it ſo, And what will you ave in 
the ead thereof ? Mich. 3. 9,10, 11, 13. Heare 
this, I pray you,ye heads of the houſe of Iacob,and Prix. 
es of the howſe of Iſrael , that abhorre judgement, and 
pervert all equity. They build up Sionwith blood, and 
leruſalems with iniquity. The beads thereof judge for 
reward,end the Priefts thereof teach for bire; and the 
Prophets thererof droime for money , yet will they leang 
upon the Loxp, andſay, #not the Lox Þ among # 
1s ? None evill can come uponus. Therefore ſhall Siow 
for your ſake be plowed np 4s 4 field, and leruſalem foall 
become heaps , andthe mountaines of the houſe as the 
high places of the forreſt. 

Uanrighteous Miniſters alſo , as well as wic- 
ked Magiſtrates doea greatdeale of miſchiefe to 
a State, and haſten captivity. Their unjuſt dea- 
lings intheir place, areby ſo much the more pe- 
ſtilent , by how much the condition of their cal- 
ling is of irs owne nature molt excellent , Degene- 
ratio optimi pefiima. 

Sce the perniciouſneſſe of their unrightcous 
ruling intwoor three paflages. 

Firſt, when they take temporary things from 
thcir people, but make no conſcience, take no 
care togivethem ſpirituall, The blood of thoſe 
ſoules which periſh under the unconſcionable, 
and cruell negligence of an unfaicbfull Paſteur, 
picrceth the heavens with a more horrible cryc, 
then the lowdeſt thunder , able to pull downe 
plagues, and dreadfull judgements upon a whole 
Land , eſpecially , where ſuch bloody floath is

lay , when the Sermon is done: theſe are great 
words indeed , ſwelling phraſes,&c.

No,no,that is not it, 
itis the truc, and piercing ſenſe of theſe honeſt 
words :nceting with your galled, and guilty conl- 
ciences , which makes you rage , and (tampe, and 
rayle. I aflure youif we were able to compole 
words of thuadcrand lightnings, they would be 
too weake to awake a great number out of their 
curſcd cruelty of horred blood-ſhed in this kind. 

Secondly, When Miniſters like thoſe dawbers 
with untempered mortar, and pillow-ſowers un- 
der mens clbowes. EJech. 13. makethe heartof 
the righteous ſad, whom Go» hathnot made ſad, 
and ſtrengthen the hands of the wicked , that he 
ſhould got turne from his wicked way , by-pro- 
miſing him life, Asitis inthelaſt verſe but one of 
that Chapter. 

Thirdly , By tampering with our Articles of 
Religion, ( as ſoundand orthodoxe, for any thing 
I know, as any , ſince the Apoſtles times , which 
make our Church as happy at this day, as any 
underthe cope of heaven, It we be ſo happy as 
to hold them in that purity, and true ſence, as we 
reccived them of our predeceſſours, and asthe 
came f{treaming downeto us inthe blood of our 

glorious Martyrs )by labouringto put falſe glol- 
ſes upon them , & talking of ſome reconcilement 
otour Church to the Romiſh Synagogue, which 
15 as nnpoſhble, as to reconcile Cur1sr unto 


Antichrit, Befides the concurrent judgement of 
| 9... thoſe 
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thoſe uncomparable, and renowned Divines in 
Queene F1lizabeths time , our preſentorthodoxe 
Divines, and DoRours , apprehend arightand ac- 
knowledge the infinite antipathy and utrer im- 
poſkbility , ſpeaking thus z Row is irreconciliabily, 
faith the Biſhop of Exceter : Light and darknefle 
may meete, ſaith another, in the twilight, bue 
mid-day and mid-night can never poſhbly come 
together and ſuchis Popery , and Proteſtancy, 
The truth is , ſaith DoRour Worſhip , ſuch isthe 
antipathy betweene a Proteſtantand a Papiſt , as 
there is beads two birds in Platerch , the 
Siskin, and the eMnskin, which will aghteagerly 
alive, and bcing dead, if you mixe their blood 
it will runne apart, and diſſociate. They arelike 
the two poles of heaven, ſaith another, which 
ſtand for ever diretly , and diametrically op- 
olite. 
: If any by the way, marvell why I meetewith 
Miniſters, letthem know, 
Firſt, That many of my Breethregarein mine 
cye, anda worthy part ofthis great Auditory, - 
Secondly, Thar the Civill Magiſtrate may ſee, 
whereas we preach impartiallity tothem , weare 
tpartiallrowards our owne Tribe. As we de- 
fire todeale faithfully with them, ſowe ſpare not 
our owne Coat, And that all the world may 
know , that we approve no Miniſtery in this 
Church , but that which is honeſt, orthodoxe, 
and paincfull. : Ty 
Thirdly , Miniſters lye _—_ withia the 
vergeof my Text. For we are called Rectqurs, 
= Rulers, 
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Rulers , and our Perſonages , Refortes. 
See Caſelih. 7, Fyven honeſt Politicians require rignteouſneſle 
*4P-30%:*' 5: in Rulers, for many reaſons, 1, Becauſe they arc 
asit were, carthly Gods, and repreſent the per- 
ſon of Gov himſelfe in their places of Authori. 
ty, and upon their juſt Tribunals. 2. For the 
eminency of their honour , which is due not to 
the man, bur to his vertue. 3, For imitation to 
thoſe who ſhall ſucceede them in their places, 
'who will looke backe upon them, as paternes, 
and prefidents, for themſelves to tollow. 4, For 
fearc of icandall and giving offence , which infe- 
riours will beyery apt, and cager to take. 5. For 
the univerſall good of thoſe they governce, which 
is the end of all Authority overothers, 

This point thus proved by Scriptures, and 
Reaſons, I comertothe Ulcofit , which may be 
three-fold.

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ſenſually, bur aſlyredly without ſpeedy repen- 
tance, turning on the better fide, taking Gops 
Childrens part,There i « day acomming uponthem, 


it is neere, it is nee, it hattenetb greatly, (aith the Zepb.tr4.ty, 


Prophet , when the mighty man ſhall cry bitterly. 
That day is 4 day of wrath , a day of trouble ,” and di« 
frreſſe, a dey of waſtneſſe. and acſo/ation, a day of dark- 
neſſe , ana gloomineſſ: , 6 day of clouds, ad thicke 
garkenes ; (they are the words of the holy Ghoſt,) 
which no cartiily glory, noglittering of outward 
pompe, no ſhining heapes of gold and filver, not 
the Prince of all the lights in heavcn , nor the 
wholc ſtarry Fitmament ſhalleverbe able ro cn. 
lighten, or retreſh ; though they {well never-ſo 
bigge with pride , and diſdaine, looke they never 
{o high , ſhould they exalt themſelves as the 
Eagle, and ſer their neſt among the ſtarres , they 
ſhall certainely downe with a vengeance , Gop 
ſhall ſuddenly ſhoote at them with a ſwift arrow,

bly plagued, proportionablyto the peſtilent abuſe 
oftheir high places, and thoſe publicke employ - 
ments , into which they have corruptly thruſt 
themſelves withoutcleare entrance, and due cal- 
ling. Then will they tremble , rake on as wild Bulls 
ina net ,as 1ſaiah ſpeakes , full of the fary of the 
Lord, andcry out with thoſe ſinners in Zion, 
Who amongſt us ſhall dwell in everlaſting fire ? who 
among ft wm ſhall dwell in everlaſting burnings ? The 
day of recompence is now come upon them, 
They have hadtheir heaven in this world, and 
therefore they muſt now have their hell in ano- 
ther, They have domineered for a while-upon 
earth , done what they liſt , and had what they 

would, yet now muſt they downe into a land of

Secondly, ForInftrution,to teach us, whenſo- 
ever we have any power todiſpoſe of any place, 
or preferment, to beſtow any office and Bene- 
fice, &c. and whenſover we arecalled togive our 
voyces in theeleRion of any Magiſtrate or other 
man to be publickely employed for the good of 
the Country any way , let usever be ſure to cafk 
oureye uponthe worthicſt , and withoutall feare 
or favour, or faction, impartially , and refolute- 
ly, te pitch upon him, who,as we are perſwaded 
in our conſciencesis moſt able, and is beſt furni- 
ſhed with thoſe properties, which Gops Spirit 
requires ina Ruler mentioned before. And let 
friend , kinſmang neighbour, favourite, money, 
letters, Land-lord, Lord, orany man alive , ſay 
what they will; (ifthe Land-lord, or, Lerd, or 
whoſocyer take the right way , and ſtand for the 
beſt,fticke to him,and welcomezand bleſſe Go » 
for to gooda guide.) Let the current ofthe times 
runne never ſo boiftrouſly a contrary courſe, let 
the event, and ſucceſſe, be for thee, or againſt 
thee, as Gop would have it,&c, thou ſhalt have 
more honour, and comfore, jn doing as the holy 
Ghoſt directs, andas ant honeſt man ſhould, then

Here then it will be very ſcaſonable to 'give 
ſome light fortryall, whether you have Iz zus 
Cun:sr already or no, if not how to get him:

Weare come unto ſtrange palle, thatit hould

arbarous Nations, our of lighr of reaſon, and or- 
dinary notions of nature, didabborreit, And no 
marvell, for beſides motives of picty , andthe 


teare of Gop ,whichchey wanted, cvcn grounds 
of 
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of policy, give us to underſtand, that this baſe, 
and accurſed courſe , was able to become the 
bane, and breake-necke of the ſtrongeſt States 
uponcarthin ſhorttime, 1 lcave it to your wiſ- 
domes to weigh well in your owne boſomes, 
what ſtrange degenerations from worth , and ho- 
nour, what fearefull Apoſtafie from orthodoxe- 
nefle, and zcale, itmay bringupona Common- 
weale in few yearcs. 

Ifthe world oncetake notice, that money doth Reaſon t. 
the deed ; men to make way for preferment, will 
ſecke more to get money rhen merie. 

Thoſe who ſhould riſe into high roomes inthe 
Common-weath, will labour rather te furniſh 
themſelves with heavy purſes, then noble parts, 
Miniſters will ſtudy more to become pragmati- 
call Traders about Benefices, andother Ecclciaa- 
ſticall promctions, then compleat Divines, and 
powerfull Preachers , and having learned the 
Trade, they would heape living upenliving, cry 
downe preaching, plunge intothe world, and ſec- 
cularemployments,gather a hoard, hoping there- 
by at length, to be hoiſted into ſome higher 
placc,&c. which you know were a very horrible 
thing, would marreall, and undoe usquite.

The Realme was corrupted with the unjuſtice, 
and extortion of former raignes, by the [alc of 
Offices; being moſt certaine that what we buy in 
groſſe, we muſt ſcllby retaiſe, Hedid theretore ex- 
preſly prohibi: thelcſales,& ſupplyed ſuch places 
as were void , according to the merit of perſons, 
after due examinations todraw good men, and . 
of underſtanding, to apply themſelves to ſtudy ; 
otherwiſe they would have beene ſhrowdly 
tempecd , rather to have ſtored themſclves with 
money then merite , with gold then goodneſle. 
Wiſe, and gracious then, 1s the counſell , which 
the fore-named noble and learned * Atornay gave 
untoanother French King,in his Meditation upon 
Plalme, 101. 

The Princes eye, ſaith he, andcare ſhould be 
upon the belt fortof people, to fer them in oth. 
ces , and beſtow charges upon them. Heſhould 
take this courle. Thoie thar thall affc@ ſuch pla- 
ces, he ſhould alwayes ſuſpect them, their per- 
ſons, and praiſes; forcertaincitis, thathe thar 
very earneſtly aimethatanoffice , or living, hath 
Laid his plot already ; and withourtdoubt, he de- 
fircth it tor the profit , and not for the charge. 

Heare alſo what old reverend Latimer 1aid to

dertake any publike charge, A modeſt under-ya- 
luing ofthemlſelves, an ordinary attendant upon 
true worth, ſenfablencsof the burthen, doubtfulnes 
of athorow diſcharge of the place, tcarcfulneſſe 
ef being enſnared, and overcome by temptations, 
a right apprehenſion and fore-concent of thegrear 
account,&c, cafily take them off from too much 
forwardnciſc, coole their courage for over eager 
purſuit, and quite cxtinguiſhall ambitious heate ;
